9:30, 
only an hour before the time for 


service, and it cast a gloom upon the 
whole community. He was in Bedford 
on Monday, February 15, and took sick 
that night, but was getting along nice- 
ly and Sunday morning got up and ate 
a hearty breakfast and said he felt real 
good. However, shortly after this he 
became very ill and lay down upon the 
sofa, where he breathed his last. Dece- 
dent was the son of John and Catharine 
Mowry (deceased) and was born at the 
old Mowry home about two miles east 
of New Buena Vista.

early life on his father's farm. He ac- 
quired a fair education, considering 
the advantages of those days, and 
taught one term of three months' 
school.

A St. Petersburg official statement 
placed the blame for Eussia'e unpre- 
paredness and the consequent leverses 
on the czar's desire for neace. 


FEBBUABI- 19—One thousand

hundred Cossacks crossed Yalu river to 
Wiju, Korea. Eussian gunboat Mand- 
jnr at Shanghai was dismantled to 
escape capture by the Japanese cruiser. 


FEBKUABT 20—Port Arthur reported 


skirmish February 19 on the Korean 
border between Cossacks and Japanese, 
in which some of the latter were cap- 
tured. Russian troops began concen- 
trating between Newehwang and Mnk- 


den, 
Manchuria. 


FKBBUABY 22—Japanese fleet cap- 


tured four Eussian torpedo boat de- 
stroyers. Eussia ordered the Jews of 
Siberian cities to leave their homes.on 
the pretence that they are disloyal.

E. E. Smathers, 
the horseman, is going to see that 
everybody is paid, according to his 
attorney, William H. Stay ton, who 
made the following statement yester- 
terday: 'Mr. Smathers, who is now in 
Europe, has cabled me that he sails for 
home on February 24 and that every- 
body will be paid by Baxter & Co. Mr. 
Smathers is not interested in the com- 
pany; he doesn't own a share of its 
stock; but he sold out his business to 
Baxter & Co. and advised his old 
clients to trade with them. He there- 
fore feels a moral responsibility for 
their losses and they will be made 
good. The assets are.as I flgure,abont 
$200,000 and the liabilities $700 000. 
Of the 8500,000 loss, Mr. Smathers will 
pay 8300,000 and A. B. Baxter, J. B.

thought, confess that your letter will 
not help the governor to the seat on 
the supreme bench so carefully pre- 
pared by you, even if it should carry 
into the governor's chair a successor 
wanted by the whole machine outfit. 
You poorly disguise your anger at the 
premature exposure of the contem- 
plated trade and your impotence to 
stem the tide of denunciation and con- 
demnation over the whole state, from 
bench and bar, press and pulpit, mill 
and counting room, farm and fireside. 


Your letter is peculiar for what it 


fails to explain and remarkable for 
what it attempts to hide; its spirit is 
quite unlike previous bold pronuncia- 
mentoes of yours on "money in poli- 
tics" and '-ballot reform " Oae might 
almost suspect that you have reaehtd 
the end of your rope.

Tarnplke Companies. 


The following opinion of W. L. 


Mosebey, of Well's Tannery, published 
in a Fulton county paper, will be of in- 
terest to many of our readers ; 


"Any company of eitizsns may apply 


for a charter to build a canal, turn- 
pike or steam railroad; and, if for pub- 
lic use, and in complying with the re- 
quirements of the law, may obtain a 
charter 
and 
get 
the 
benefit 
of 


eminent domain, which means a privi- 
lege to survey and build any of the 
aforesaid highways over and through 
any person's premises—of course for 
the purpose only for which the char- 
ter calls; provided always that permis- 
sion is obtained from the owners of the 
soil. If they cannot obtain that per- 
mission, they can file a bond for the 
amount of damages and proceed to 
construct. 


"The next point is, they can only 


obtain a right for the purpose of a 
turnpike, canal or railroad operated 
by steam. Consequently when a turn- 
pike company converts thair pike into 
a trolley line, they forfeit their right 
of possession to the original estates 
from whence they forced their rights 
of eminent domain; they, also, forfeit 
their charter to the state. Moreover, 
it is the duty of the supervisor to take 
charge of the pike and remove all ob- 
structions from the same that inter- 
fere with the public travel. 


"When a turnpike company has to 


resort to condemnation they have no 
authority only as a turnpike company. 
They cannot grant any privileges to 
any one else—even to set up a tele- 
phone pole. The title still remains in 
the owner of the soil.

NEW YORK, February 23.—As a gen- 


eral thing, in making up the letter of 
the week some single event of world- 
wide importance is selected as a leader, 
but now we have what a critic would 
call "an embarrassment of riches." We 
hardly know where to begin or where 
to end, when speaking of the war, for, 
while Russia, with her fleet, seeks to 
dominate both sea acd land, she is met 
by a power that 80 years ago scarcely 
bad a word in the records of history, 
but which springs forth today armed 
and equipped "cap-a-pie," like Minerva 
from the head of Jove. While we take 
no delight in seeing the peace of the 
world broken, it is with a pardonable 
pride we note that the successful com- 
manders in the recent battles between 
Japan and Russia were educated in the 
United States. 
Twenty years ago a 


youthful membor of a Japanese house, 
having finished his education at An- 
napolis, returned to his native land, 
his mind stored with riches from that 
training-school for heroes which at a 
later day was to te the cornerstone of 
his country's salvation. Take down your 
map, 
note a series of islands which 


make the empire of Japan; now look 
at the Russian empire and you will see 
that it covers everything from the At- 
lantic ocean to the Yellow sea. 
Ar- 


mored and defended by its own univer- 
sity, it completely ignored the existence 
of the little brown men, who, in cour- 
age, 
genius and progress, are the 


equals of any other nation on the globe, 
no matter what its name or power. 
This Japanese student brought to his 
native land stores of knowledge, laid 
away for instant use; whenever he met 
those who despised his nationality he 
took up the gauge his enemies threw 
down and it did not take long for th'e 
world to learn that Japan's ambition 
was to stand foremost in advancing 
civilization. 
Never was the difference 


between two nations more clearly de- 
fined than that between Japan and 
China. Both had mighty ships and the 
improvements of war on sea and land; 
Japan not only had the ships but she 
knew how to use them; in the student 
from Annapolis Japan had sown ita 
grains of mustard-seed 
in

ground and nurtured it with love and 
care till its sheltering branches covered 
the empire, and the Mikado, with but 
70,000,000 of people at hia command, 
dared to face his brother of the Snn 
with a population of 400,000,000.

Former President Cleveland Believes the 


Demoontio Part; Can Win. 


In an article written for last week's 


Satnrday Evening Post, former Presi- 
dent Cleveland urged his "rank-and-file 
associates" of the Democratic party to 
unite and take advantage of the oppor- 
tunities of next November. 


"I am one of those," he writes, "who 


believe that there is an opportunity 
for Democratic snccess in the coming 
presidential election. 


"Though attachment to the party in 


which I am enlisted and an intense de- 
sire for its ascendency make snch a hs 
lief exceedingly welcome, they certain' 
ly do not create it. It is built upon an 
unshaken and abiding trust in the pa- 
triotism and intelligence of my fellow- 
countrymen." 


Mr. Cleveland's paper, opens with a 


reiteration of the declaration that 
he made three years ago: 


"Our fighting forces will respoad 


listlessly and falteringly if summrned 
to a third defeat in a strange cause; 
but if they hear the rallying call of 
true Democracy they will gather for 
battle with old-time Democratic enthu- 
siasm and courage." 


Referring to his faith in his Demo- 


cratic associates, he continues: 


"This trust will not permit mi to 


overlook the meaning of the daily in- 
creasing unrest among our people,

In the present contest al- 
ready eleven vessels of Russia's mighty 
fleet are rendered worthless) Japan 
places upon her banners the invocation, 
Excelsior, and flings it defiantly in the 
face of the Russian Bear and also gives 
the motto ot the British empire, "God 
and the Right." No man can cast the 
horoscope of either nation at present; 
the heart of Japan is full of hope, the 
soul of Russia with anger and hate; 
the solution is a problem for which we 
watch and wait. 


A week ago the news came that the 


metropolis of a sister state was in sore 
distress; a calamity, uncqualed by the 
great fire of Chicago years ago, was 
raging in Baltimore; its fire battalions 
were unable to cope with the destroy- 
er and she called for help in her hour 
of deadly peril; millions of dollars 
were at stake and perhaps a holocaust 
of human lives more precious than 
gold or jewels. How nobly that cry 
for help was responded to. All the 
cities along the line came to her aid 
and New York, 200 miles away, sent, 
not only their magnificent appliances 
for fire-fighting, but, heedless ;of the 
bitter cold, we sent a band of 150 of 
our best fire-fighters on the sacred 
errand of mercy. 
When it became 


known in our city that a dreadful fire 
was raging which the local firemen 
were unable to cope with, there was a 
brotherly rivalry among our fire bri- 
gade to know who would be allowed to 
go. A detail of our very best firemen was 
sent; on their arrival in Baltimore not 
a moment was wasted in congratula- 
tions; the men went right to work to 
meet the deadly foe which threatened 
with destruction wealth untold and 
many lives. Oar brave boys did their 
duty nobly and, hardly daring to wait 
to receive tributes from the people of 
Maryland, they returned to their own 
field of duty with hosanuas ringing in 
their ears and the acknowledgment of 
even their rivals that they were the 
best firemen in the world. 


Last week death called a man whose 


name is a household word in every 
home of cur republic. As the figure- 
head of one of our great political or- 
ganizations he is remembered with 
gratitude by the party that he so faith- 
fully served. Truth in politics is not 
universal; the tactics which deceive 
your enemy are not only entirely just 
but eminently advisable politically. 
The battle was a tremendous one in 
which Mark Hanna was the command- 
er-in-ehief of the Republican forces;

Honors 
and worldly gain did not tempt the old 
soldier, who was weary, aid, perhaps, 
longed for rest. The petitions of many 
thousands ascended to the throne of 
grace, soliciting the Almighty that He 
might be spared to us, but, although 
the prayers were not answered aa the 
petitioners desired them to be, we

"This is no time for cunning finesse, 


nor for the nee of words that conceal 
intentions or carry a double meaning. 
The Democratic party has a message to 
send to its followers and to the masses 
of the American people. Let that mes" 
sage be expressed in language easily 
understood, unconf used by evasion, and 
untouched by the taint of jugglery. 
Obsolete issues and questions no longer 
challenging popular interest should be 
manfully abandoned." 


Mr. Cleveland urges tariff reform, 


pleads for economy in the expenditure 
of public money and charges the oppo- 
sition with having made promises and 
broken them, He arraigns the admin- 
istration's Philippine policy and refers 
to the isthmian canal in these words: 


"The Democratic party has been con- 


fident and unremitting it its advocacy 
of an interoceanie canal and has with 
the liveliest satisfaction looked for- 
ward to the day when such a highway 
of commerce, built under the auspices 
of our government, would be contrib- 
uted by America to the world's progress 
and civilization. It is, nevertheless, 
not within the mandates of the Demo- 
cratic creed, that, even in consummat- 
ing so noble an enterprise as this, the 
territorial rights of any other nation 
should be disregarded, or that our own 
national good faith should be subjected 
to reasonable suspicion." 


Mr. Cleveland concludes as follows: 


"At such a time as this the Democratic 
party cannot with honor undertake the 
battle of the people except under a 
leader that not only represents its bast 
traditions and purposes, but fully real- 
izes what is meant by the tremendous 
issues of the conflict and his selection 
should not depend upon so small a con 
sideration as the locality whence he 
comes. 


"The Democratic party's opportunity 


is already in sight. 
But only in a 


campaign waged in reliance upon the 
people's love of country and devotion to 
national morality under leadership 
that personifies these sentiments will 
be found the Democracy's hope.

We feel to- 
day what we should never forget, that 
our quarrel is not with men, but with 
principles. Nowhere is there more 
need than in the realm of politics of 
the injunction, "Judge not, that ye be 
not judged." The zealous advocate is 
prone to impugn the motives of those 
who oppose the truth he sees. Psy- 
chology should teach him the error of 
this. It is one of the strangest and 
yet one of the commonest facts of his- 
tory that men of unquestioned ability 
and virtue have remained blind to the 
most obvious of truths. We shall not 
be led far astray if we make it a rule 
always to assume the sincerity of our 
opponent. Then 
earnestness 
will 


never degenerate into bigotry and 
calumny will never be used for argu- 
ment. We remember Lowell's advice 
to call tyrants, tyrants, 


"For men in earnest have no time to 


waste 


In patching fig-leaves for the naked 


truth."

He never 
questions the price of things. 
This

He 


spends bis money generously and with- 
out consultation. 


"I remember we had as guests at 


the same time with our, $300 a day 
couple a newly wedded pair from New 
England. 
Their daily expenses were 


$10. 
Now, using these figures, which 


are entirely accurate, one can quickly 
see that luxurious living—it can be 
purchased for the latter amount—Is not 
so frightfully expensive as our out of 
town 
friends 
picture. 
Really 
the 


amount of money to be spent is more a 
matter of taste than the condition of 
one's purse." 


At this juncture the manager reach- 


ed and threw open the door of the 
state bridal suit, displaying a verita- 
ble glimpse of fairyland. This cham- 
ber is the most expensive room In the 
hotel. Its size does not differ materi- 
ally from the less elegantly furnished 
rooms, but in magnificence It rivals the 
most gorgeous bedchambers of Euro- 
pean palaces. 
One speedily realizes 


that to comprehend its beauty color 
temperament becomes a necessity. 


Investigation reveals walls of plain 


moire damask, the color of which deep- 
ens from the faintest shade of shell 
pink to the rich blush of the rose. This 
effect is continued in the less rich hang- 
lags and draperies of the same tints, 
while the carpet reflects the same lines, 
which become lightened by windows 
covered with rare old lace.

season are worth their weight in gold, 
so $100 is a mere bagatelle. The re- 
maining $150 is paid for drawing room, 
room and board for maid, exclusive of 
carriage." 


Meanwhile the couple from New Eng 


land were serenely content in their 
apartment—a bright room, with adjoin 
ing bath and every comfort, which 
cost them $3 a day. Their meals, being 
ordered Judiciously from an elaborate 
menu, amounted to $6, while the com- 
bined tips of husband and wife reached 
the sum of $1. making the total $10. 
These two young people enjoyed the 
life In the public dining room, seeing 
well dressed guests at table, which fre- 
quently proves cue of the most pleas- 
ing sights of their trips. There they 
had music, lights and flowers galore, 
which they were at as much liberty to 
enjoy for their $10 a day as the western 
couple for their $300 a day.

for a time, but as the belligerents be- 
come exhausted v. will decrease their 
ability to purchase »nd take them 
yeara to recuperate from the lots and 
waste that war entails. There is a 
graat difference between war in Asia 
and war in Europa and the popular de- 
lusion that any war will bring increas- 
ed demand for our cereal products and 
bull the market for wheat and corn 
will not ba found true of this eastern 


war.

Or if he did 
consider it he purposely evaded the 
issue, because it was impossible to re. 
ply to the Democratic contention and 
the clamor of the people for reform 
The much heralded legal proceedings 
against the beef combine has had a 
most disastrous effect on the pockets of 
the farmer and the consumer, for in 
spite of the injunction to prevent the 
beef combine from controlling the mar- 
ket for cattle and the wholesale mar- 
ket for beef, the price of cattle has de- 
clined nearly 50 per cent, and the price 
of n-eat is much greater in proportion 
to the price of cattle than before the 
injunction was obtained.
